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A Wonderful Clock, 


A clock-manufacturing firm in 
Calcutta, India, has lately com- 
leted a very ingenious time piece 
the shape of an eight-day clock, 
which strikes the hours on a large, 
full-toned gong and chimes the 
uarters on eiglit bells. in connec- 
ion with the clock there is a perpet- 
ual calender which gives the correct 
days of all the various months, in-. 
cluding the twenty-nine days of 
February in the leap-year. ‘ 

There is also a military procession 
worked by the clock, representing 
various branches of the British army, 
consisting of artillery, cavalry and 
infantry, and the staff in review or- 
der. There is also a sentry on duty 
who salutes a drummer, who 
the drum, and a bugler who raises 
his bugle to his mouth every few 
minutes. All of these figures are 
arranged at the top of the dial. 

There is also a musical instrument, 
which plays while the procession is 
marching in review. 

Near the bottom of the clock is 
placed a military band which is 
concealed by a curtain, and which is 
raised every hour when the music 
is playing and the procession mov- 
ing, and falls again immediately 
after the clock has struck, and re- 
mains drawn until the next hour. 

The case, made of e@onized ma- 
hogany, is about six feet high, three 
feet six inches wide, and two feet 
six inches deep, highly ornamented 
with brass trimmings. The circles 
on the dial to show minutes, hours, 
days of month, etc., are engraved 
and silvered. The center and sides 
of the dial are richly enameled. At 
the sides of the case are massive 
brass ornamental handles and orna- 
mental fret-work. aaa

New York, January 3. 

Deputy Attorney General Porter re- 
cently moved before Justice Barrett,in 
the Supreme Court chambers, to have 
the Globe Mutual Benefit Association 
restrained from carrying on its busi- 
ness, upon the ground thatthe com- 
pany was insolvent, and that the in- 
surance of infants, as practiced by the 
association is unauthorized by law. 
Judge Barrett handed down the de- 
cision te-day, in the case. He says 
the business of this company is lim- 
ited to that of life and casuality insur- 
ance, upon the co-operative and asse” °- 
ment plan; the only members who ac- 
cept the contract obligations of such 
membership can be thus insured. 
Infants are not eligible, as they can- 
not makea contract and parents can- 
not insure their children’s lives as in 
such co-operative companies, only 
members can be insured and 
infant cannot be a mem- 
ber of the society. Judge Barratt 
concludes by saying that this branch 
of the company’s business must be en- 
joined. 


The Express Robbers. 
Sr. Louis, January 3. 

Fred Wittrock, Thomas Weaver and 
W. W. Haight, the latter of whom 
was brought here from Louisville 
Saturday, were photographed to-day. 
These are the only members of the 
train-robbers’ gang who will be prose- 
cuted in this city.
